Sections of County 


Gt aas hopper* have been report 
cd in nearly every pa it of Jones 
County, according to Bdl l/h m - 
berg, county agent. 
Now is the time to control these 
pest* before thev grow arri dam­ 
age crops, punts out the agent. 
Two methods can he used to 
control these {vests. A spray u*inr 
one of the following m ay be used: 


Dieldrin, two-thirds to on# and 
one-third pint* per acre,

farmer has the right to control and direct the 


crew leader in his work, then the crew leader 


and members of the crew are employees of 


the former. 
"W here the crew leader agrees to perform 


an entire forming operation, such os harvest­ 


ing grain, fruit, cotton or any other crop, and 


h not subject to control and direction, he is 


self 
employed. 
Members of thg crew or 


group used by the leader are his employees, 


and »he taxpaying and reporting duties are 


hts os he himself is self employed."
